that they have seen in the great war 
the American destroyers have steamed 
collectively a total distance of 875,000 
miles. This is more by several times 
than the distance cruised in two whole 
years of peace. 


Roughly the destroyers have spent 


five-eighths of their time at sea and 
their average time in port has been 
three days after each turn of five or 
six outside. 


Clear weather and long days have 


favored them and aided the men in 
learning the technique of their busi- 
enss of combating the submarines, con- 
voying1 troop ships and merchantmen; 
patrolling the .shipping routes and res- 
cuing- survivors from torpedoed ships. 


Decrease losses. 


The Americans, therefore, can claim 


110 small part of the credit for the 
gradual decrease in shipping 
losses. 


First the Americans learned the tactics 
of the British. All destroyers have 
added 
to 
their 
equipment 
depth 


charges and other devices. Then the 
.crews learned' some, more .about, .the 
"business of smoke screening a mer- 
chant fleet while they beat oXt the at- 
tacking submarine • with gunfire- and 
depth charges. 
Their gunnery, too, 


has greatly .improved. One gun crew 
saw the spar of a sunken 
ship the 


other day which they at.first thought 
was a periscope, and shattered it, a£ 
2,000 yards. 


JCew ideas also have been and are 


constantly being worked out with a 
view to rendering the work of the 
submarine increasingly difficult. 


In the period of active service over 


here each destroyer has taken many 
turns at patrol duty. 


Each Destroyer. Has Encounter. 
Every destroyer has to its credit at 


least one encounter with a submarine, 
while some of the 
more 
fortunate 


have stalked two or three underwa- 
ter craft. At no time, however, have 
the submarines shown fight. They al- 
ways avoid a meeting. 


The depth charges are feared most 


by the U-boat 
commanders. 
These 


weapons, as announced recently by the 
American. navy department, are high 
explosives timed to explode by water 
pressure at the desired depth. Naval 
officers make no secret of the effec- 
tiveness of this new-found antidote 
for the submersible. 


Tho wide cruising radius of the Am- 


erican boats also has helped to pro- 
duce unmistakable signs of a. weaken- 
ing in the morale of the U-boat crews. 
They have made the U-boats spend 
more time under water than they used 
to do. There Is not so much destruc- 
tion of ships by gunflre and bombs as 
formerly. 


The destroyers also have taken lau-

ON DRAFT LIST 


Would First Take Only Those 


Without Dependants and Not 


In War Industries 


LEAVE VALUABLE MEN 


Army Would Then Be Filled 
Front Certain Distinct Groups 


of Designated-Ability 


Washington,<3>. -C., •Oet,"17.-;-;A,-com- 


prehensive new plan-for applying the 
army.-selective draft-which, would take 
first only, men without dependents and 
of no particular, value to war indus- 
tries 'and establish various grades of 
dependency and industrial value from 
which future drafts would be made 
strictly on the selective basis has been 
worked out tentatively by the provost 
marshal general's office and discussed 
with the President. 


The plan it was learned today was 


submitted recently 'to 'a conference 
of civilians who directed exemption 
board activities in a number of states 
and received the' endorsement of most 
of them, who are now discussing the 
proposed plan ' with their state gov- 
ernors. 


It Is proposed to formulate in each 


local draft district a. table of all regis- 
trants placing each in a column de- 
noting his dependents and industrial 
value In the. war's prosecution. 
For 


instance, horizontal columns or classi- 
fication would be based on.dependency. 
Men with no dependents would be 
placed in tho first class; those with 
dependent distant relatives in the sec- 
ond class; and those with wives in the 
third class, those with a wife and one 
child in the fourth, and so on. 


Similarly the vertical columns might 


represent certain Industries arranged 
according to their respective merit as 
war necessities. Industrial classes un- 
der consideration are farmers, ship- 
yard 
employes, munitions workers, 


railroad and transportation employees, 
miners, steel plant and motor indus- 
try workmen, and certain other in- 
dividual plants or industry branches 
to be designated from time to time by 
the President or the war department 
and temporarily essential. 


The latter classification might In- 


clude plants making military clothing, 
harness, first aid materials, or pro- 
fessions such as chemists and other 
scientific men more needed for 
war 


research than to carry arms. 


Thus the table with horizontal de- 


pendency classifications and vertical 
industrial classifications would hold a 
place for each registration in accord- 
ance with his dependency or industrial 
value claims. 


In selecting men for examination 


boards will first take physically flt, 
having neither dependents or value in 
essential war industries. 
When this 


class is exhausted, draft authorities 
would draw on the classes having the 
slightest dependency claims and the 
least value In essential industries. 
Theoretically the draft would work 
down through tho table to the classes 
with most dependents r.nd highest in- 
dustrial value. 


No class would be exempted as such 


but the valuable men would be placed 
so that they would not be called until 
the need for soldiers became more ur- 
gent and all the less essential classes 
were exhausted. 


The plan involves a determination 


by the government of what industries 
are tho most valuable and this Is giv- 
ing 
officials 
considerable 
difficulty. 


Farmers organizations, shipping board 
officials, and ship builders, munition 
makers, railroad heads, coal operators 
and many others arc Insisting on tho 
prime importance of their own em- 
ployes in civil work. It ia uderstood 


the entire program will 
be 
made 


known as soon as it is completed and 
approved by President Wilson to allay 
the 
anxiety 
prevailing 
throughout 


many industries over the next draft 
which has been planned for as early 
as December, before the new plan was 
proposed, but which nov may be de- 
layed. A committee of officers in the 
provost marshal general's office is at 
work on technicalities of the plan, 
wh'ich has been outlined only in a gen- 
eral way to Secretary Baiter and the 
President. 
The committee which Is 


advisory to General Crowder, also is 
in communication with civilian draft 
board members who have given spe- 
cial study to the imperfections and In,r 
equalities of the first draft operations. 


GERMANS HAVE ENTIRE 


, POSSESSION OF OESEL 


'SIGNS TEUTONS ARE MASSING 


FLEET IH BALTIC 


The Germans are entirely In posses- 


sion of the Island of Oesel, and at the 
head of the Gulf of Riga, and 
the 


Russian forces still are cut olt-from 
communication 
with 
Petrograd. 


Small naval engagements continue in 
adjacent waters .and German aircraft 
are carrying out reconnaisances over 
the Island in the Gulf of Riga, and 
over the mainland to the east. Ter- 
nau, an important gulf port north of 
Riga and to the east of Oesel Island, 
has been bombed by German naval 
airplanes. 


The Berlin war office 
announces 


that large quantities of booty 
were 


captured on Oesel Island 
and 
that 


more than 1,100 prisoners were.taken 
by the Germans Wednesday. 


On the mainland to the south of 


Riga there has been considerable ac- 
tivity on the part of the Germans", who 
at one point endeavored to throw pon- 
toon bridges over the Dvina river. 
The Russian artillery, however, pre- 
vented the bridging of the stream. 


Germans Mussing Fleet. 


A report which, if true, probably in- 


dicates that the Germans are prepar- 
ing for a big 
naval 
demonstration 


against the Russians from'the Baltic, 
comes from Malmo, -in 'southern Swe- 


den. 
It says a large number of Ger- 


man war craft were observed Monday 
and Tuesday and that the belief pre- 
vails that they were reinforcements 
for the Germans' Baltic fleet. 


As yet the expected renewal of the 


great offensive by the British and 
French troops In Belgium has not even- 
tuated. 
Heavy 
bombardments and 


reconnoitering engagements prevail. 


There have been only bombardments 


on the southern front in France an in 
the 
Austro-Itallan 
theatre, 
where 


from the Isonozo front 'to the sea the 
Austrians and the Italians are heavily 
shelling each other. 


Airman Active Once More. 


There has been a'noticeable return 


of bombing operations by the English 
airmen in Belgium and e^ross the line 
in Germany, and 
by the 
Germans 


against French positions. British avi- 
ators have dropped tons of bombs on 
Bruges and also have loosed explo- 
sives on a factory near Saarbrucken, 
Germany, while the 
Germans have! 


bombed Nancy and Dunkirk, at the' 
former place killing ten persona and 
wounding 40. 


German submarines or mines last 


week were responsible for the sinking 
of IS British merchantmen as com- 
pared with 16 the previous week. 


The Italian parllan ent has just con- 


vened and probably will discuss In 
secret session rioting which occurred 
in Turin In August, as a result of food 
shortage Jind political discontent and 
also the general food crisis throughout i 
Italy. In tho Turin riots, news of 
which has been received for tho first 
time, large numbers of persons are 
said to have been killed, machine 
guns and bombs dropped from air- 
planes being used to utor, the disorder. 


LOAN PROMISES 


TO BE SUCCESS 


Country Is Speeding Up Fine and 


Five Billion Expected to 


Be Reached 


ABOUT HALF TAKEN 


Treasury Statement Says Start Is 


Good But That Finish Must 


Be Better 


, Washington, D. C., Oct. 17. —"Bet- 
te: news'came today from the Liberty 
loan .campaign. 
Subscriptions, 
the 


treasury officials announced 
tonight, 


probably exceeded $1,250,000,000 and 
may reach $1,600,000,000 or half the 
minimum quota set for the country at 
the beginning of the campaign. 


"So satisfactory 
were 
official and 


unofficial reports received today that 
high hopes are entertained that the 
five -billion mark may be achieved," 
says i^Jreasury announcement, "and 
with a continuation of the present rate 
at which the entire country is speeding 
up the three billion minimum seems 
reasonable. 


"The sale is going much faster than 


it was going late last w«ek, bttt it must 
go faster still. 
In other words, the 


delayed start is fine, but the finish 
must be better. 


"Receipts tonight of official returns 


from all 12 of the 
federal 
reserve 


banks up to the close of business Oct. 
16 gave rise to much optimism. The 
total shows $700,110,150, or $i'75,000,- 
000. more than was reported at tho 
close of business the previous day. 
This is by far the greatest single day's 
gain shown by the official reports since 
the sale started.

EIGHTEEN SHIPS TORPEDOED 


INDIRECT METHODS BEING USED 


AVashiiigtou, D. C., Oct. 17.—Pro German agents in the United 


States, according to reports to the treasury department, have direct- 
ed their energies toward defeating the Liberty loan. Their organized 
propoganda has borne fruit from Minnesota to Texas, it is asserted, 
in the scattered localities where weak efforts have been niade not 
openly, but by indirect methods, to discourage subscriptions. 


The work of the pro-German agents, officials assert, has been car- 


ried on for more than two weeks. Some of the workers have had the 
temerity, reports to the treasury indicate, to conduct their operations' 
here in the national capital. 


Efforts Are Organized 


Official recognition of the propo- 


ganda against the loan Waa voiced to- 
day by Col.' Herbert M. Lord, repre- 
senting the war department at the war 
risk insurance conference at which de- 
tails of tho new soldiers and sailors in- 
surance law are being explained to 
officers and enlisted men from the 
various cantonments. 


"There has been organized effort," 


said Col. Lord, who waa chairman of 
today's meeting," to discourage and 
de.feat the loan. 


"This effort," he added, "has been 


made by seeking to misrepresent the 
patriotism of the national army." Ail 
official account of the proceedings of 
the 
conference, 
which was behind 


closed doors Issued tonight by the 
treasury department read: 


Soldiers Take 326,000,000 


"In convincing refutation of the 


slander, which was to the .effect that 
the men of the new national army op- 
posed the war, Colonel Lord announced 
that subscriptions- from." the army for 
the loan directly aggregated $26.000,- 
000 and that some of the subscriptions 
were written in foreign languages. 


"The announcement caused great en- 


thusiasm from the-delegates from the 
army and navy marine corps and coast 
guard (attending the conference) 500 
of whom swarmed up to the platform 
at the end of the conference and signed 
insurance applications- all of which, 
except 40, were for the maximum of 
$10,000." 


Assembled from various sourcas the 


efforts of. workers against the loan 
appear to have been directed along 
four main channels: 


Attempts to discourage prospective 


buyers of Liberty bonds. 


Efforts to prevent certain banks from 


handling the bonds. 


The publication in certain news- 


papers and other mediums of pub- 
licity of editorials and articles which, 
while not directly opposing loan sub- 
scriptions, tend to discourage buyers. 


The prevention, so far as local and 


sporadic efforts can prevent, of the 
placing of Liberty loan posters and 
advertising literature where it will be 
most beneficial. 


Try to Dissuade Buyers. 


Attempts to discourage buyers by 


the personal plea method have beer 
confined mostly to the east. Instances 
have been brought to the attention of 
officials where buyers have been ap- 
proached in a spirit of great friend- 
ship and advised not to buy the bonds. 


Efforts to prevent banks from hand- 


ling the bonds have centered chiefly in 
Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, 
North 
anc' 


South, Dakota, Montana, Missouri and 
Oklahoma. 
The president of a. Wis- 


consin, bank has advised the treasury 
that his depositors, mostly Germans or 
of German parentage, have withdrawn 
many thousands of dollars from his 
bank because he supported the flraf 
loan.

KEEP NEIGHBORS TOGETHER 


j Training Camp* Are' Big Schools In 
I 
Charge of Teachera Who Hav«* 


Been Through All Young Sol* 


dlera Will Have To Do. 
,-,;?,'

Wahiiigton.—Only a small percen- 


tage of the young men drawn into the 
new National army have entered camp 
ou ihe first reporting days set for 
that event, but eoon something more 
than a half a million of -them 
will have begun their training. There 
seems to be some public misunder- 
standing; concerning the courses of in- 
struction and the order In which they 
will be ghen to these young American 
soldiers.

try drill which includes the .,iii«ol of 
the soldier, the squad and the com- 
pany. 


Virtually th'e first thing that will b<i 


given the young men on arrival at the 
camp after they have beea "slept" and 
fed will be an order to appear before. 
the army doctors for physical exam- 
ination. 


Every youngster with ambition to 


serve his country must know that pos- 
sibly he will not be glvep the oppor- 
tunity, for it Is conceivable that the 
civilian physicians may have overlook- 
ed some ailment which the army doc- 
.tors will discover, and It is also bare- 
ly possible that something may have 
put the young man's running gear out 


rrder between the drafting and re- 


porting time. 


The lists In the possession of the 


war department are those of young 
men certified for service by districts 
and this means largely, of course, by 
counties. They wlU be assigned tem- 
porarily to companies accordingly. 
Neighbors at home will'be neighbors 
In the camp for some little time, and 
perhaps for the entire period of the 
war, although this depends to a con- 
siderable extent upon chance and to 
some extent upon the youpg soldier 
himself. 


Infantry Gets Most. 


At every camp In the country there 


will be a brigadier general into whose 
charge will be committed the regi- 
ments Intended for the artlUery^serv- 
ice. Most of the youngsters will be 
put Into the Infantry for It Is the pre- 
dominating branch In numbers, aud In 
a sense In striking power. If there is 
time enough before the separation^ 
made Into brigades of Infantry and 
artillery, It may be that there will be 
a process of selection for-service In 
the big gun arm. It Is probable that 
some men who may express a desire 
for the artillery will be given a chance 
to become caprioneers, but for the 
main part companies will be told off 
to form the artillery regiments with- 
out any regard to the specific Inclina- 
tions of the Individuals. 


This Is Inevitable because any young 


man who Is Intelligent and physically 
fit presumably will make a good field 
artilleryman. There are so many ar- 
tillerymen needed that personal selec- 
tion would be Impossible except where 
men have applied and have-given rea- 
sons why they think they are particu- 
larly qualified for the roaring serv- 
ice.At some of the National army camps 
the barracks have been built to accom- 
modate companies of 150 men each, 
while In others the buildings are large 
enough to accommodate company units 
of 250 men. It Is probable that In the 
camps where each set of quarters have 
room for only 150 men the company 
temporarily win ipclnde only that 
num- 


ber, but later the new basis of assign- 
ments will be used and 100 men will 
be added to each formation. 


After the young soldiers have been 


trained to some extent and are ready 
for distribution among the different 
arms of the service represented In 
the camp, an opportunity will be given 
to those who wish to apply for places 
in the aviation corps, or any other 
branch of the service. Men who have 
had training In mechanics and who 
seem to be fitted temperamentally for 
the air service will have their applica- 
tions endorsed favorably by their com- 
pany commanders and 
forwarded 


through the proper channels to the 
chief of the signal corps of the army 
for action.

Picking "Non-Coms." 
'-••" 


One of the problems, of the officers 


of the new army will be the selection 
of noncommissioned officers for the 
various companies. Many of these will 
be needed. It Is true that there will 
be some seasoned "non-coms" on duty 
and that other places In the chevroned 
ranks wllf be filled by men who took 
the training at the officers' reserve 
corps camps, but who failed to get 
commissions, but there will be Isaa- 
dreda of places yet to be filled and to 
appointments to these thg privates of 
the selected army may aspire. 


As soon as the assignment to com- 


panies has been, made and the regula- 
tions of the camp are established the 
young soldiers will be given Instruc- 
tions In the care of their persons, in 
the care of their equipment and In 
their duties to one another, to the serv- 
ice and to the flag. Nothing In the 
necessary teaching line will be over- 
looked, for tbo morale of an army 
must bo as right ns Its material. . 


The training camps are big schools. 


They are presided over by school teach- 
ers who have been trained for the pur- 
pose, men who hare been through nil

ITALIAN LEADER 


GREAT GENERAL 


Intimate Sketch of the Man Who 


Has Beaten His Enemy's 


Military Machine. 


IUI6I CADORNA'S BIG RECORD 


H« H«c Molded an Army That Drives 


Austrian* Out of Alps Mountains 


In Hardest Campaign of World 


Conflict During Summer. 


Rome.—It Is said In fie little Italian 
*nter'town of Pallanza on the border 
of the Logo Magglore, uwny tip toward 
the Swiss Alps, where Lombnidy and 
Piedmont meet, that some years ago 
a learned German with a particular In- 
terest in heraldry paused at some 
length before a weather-bpnten crest 
embossed In a quaint old-fashioned 
doorway, and observed to those in his 
company: 


"Kemarlrablp — most 
remarkable. 


The composition cf this coat of arms 
points to a Hne_of fate running In the 
same family from father to son, and 
to tremendous achievements to crown 
the family tree. I wouldn't care to be 
pitted against the star of that fam- 
ily." 


And he marched himself off, growl- 


tog: 


"Remarkable, most remarkable!" 


But It never occurred to him to nsk the 
name of the family «ho had once gonp 
through the deserted gateway, nor, at 
the time, did his reflection strike his 
Italian host as anythina but a freak 
of "ktiltur." 


Time has proved that the German 


was right for once. The star and the 
oak tree and what not that had struck 
his fancy so .are the crest of the Ca- 
dorna, who come from poor but tin- 
TOllled provincial nobility, with tvro 
chief Ideals running In the family: 
Faith In God and devotion to Italy. 
The present General Cadorna's grand- 
father was minister to King Carlo Al- 
berto, who led the movement for Ital- 
ian Independence, granted the constitu- 
tion to his kingdom (then restricted to 
Piedmont and Sardinia), abdicated In 
favor of his son when he thought that 
«nch a course of action would help the 
formation of new Italy, and died an 
Kdle at Oporto. General Cadorna's fa- 
ther, Gen. Count Raffaele Cadorna, led 
fa 1866 the Italian advance on the 
Taonzo, "which wns cut short by diplo- 
matic Interference and the subsequent 
granting to Austria of the Italian lands 
beyond that same Isonzo and the Adri- 
atic; an -unjust and therefore unwise 
move which ultimately ^esulted In the 
war of today. 


The "line of fate running In the fam- 


ily from father to son" Is evident now, 
when Gen. Count Imigt Cndorna takes 
•up the reshaping of history left tin- 
flnljhed by his father, ns ^ill Italy of 
today takes up the stmnd of fate Ill- 
twined and distorted by the unfortun- 
ate events of 1866. 


Iiulgt Cadorna himself was born In 


Pallanza on September 4, ISoO, and 
he was barely 15 years old when he 
entered the military academy, gradu- 
ating therefrom as a full-fledged lieu- 
tenant 1 1870, and receiving his cap- 
tain's co-aralssiun In 1875 In an artil- 
lery regiment. Opportunity for experi- 
ence In Infantry work was afforded 
him by his appointment as a major In 
the Sixty-second Infantry regiment In 
1883; but since 1892, when he got his 
colonelcy, he has been Identified with 
the Bersagllerl. the "wideawakes" or 
the Italian army. 


All these years were spent by him 


In active study of general military 
problems, as well as of Italy's partic- 
ular characteristics In the military 
line. To this day his cssny on tin1 
Franco-German war ot 1870 and his 
pamphlet about tactics and the proper 
use of 'nfantry In legitimate warfare 
are consulted by the eTf«»r*-«i to nflvan- 
' tage, as are his studios on the Itnlinn 


boundary lands. These he knows to 
perfection, so that he h&rdly evrr 
needs to resort to charts and maps for 
hfs plan's; he has It all mapped out In 
his head, and the facility -with -which 
he draws from his memory the panics 
and positions of Intricate passes, val- 
leys, mule paths and roads Is nothing 
Short of marvelous. 


When he took command of the Tenth 


regiment of the Bersaglleri, he started 
to work on It after his own mind, and 
brought It ont In the grand maneuvers 
of 1895 In splendid form, practicing, 
In fact, on the adversary forces th.it 
same type of outflanking nnd sur- 
roundln" move that works so capitally 
on the Carso today. Again, in 3011, 
(he had attained his generalship then 
Since some years), he led In the 
"grandes maneuvers," the Blue party 
against the Red, with all the strategic 
odds against his party, and astonished 
nil experts by the working out of a 
capital plan first; and vthen this fell 
through on unforeseen circumstances, 
by the promptness with which he sized 
up the new siruntion and turned It 
once more to his advantage 


But nothirs then seemed to point 


out the magnificent heights to ivhich 
he was called. la fact, the breaking 
out of tt2 European war In 1914 still 
found him a general on the list for the 
command of an army In cn«e of war. 
And the Italian chief of staff -was Gen- 
eral Polllo, who, by the way, -was 
blessed with an Austrian wife. His 
timely death was a good turn of fate 
for Italy, for the king appointed Gen- 
eral Cadorna to his place. 


General Cadorna, it may be frankly 


stated now, found the Italian army In 
practically desperate conditions of nn- 
oreparedncss. The way hV went to 
work and reorganized and equipped 
it was as remarkable and as brilliant 
iin achievement as any of his most 
brilliant achievements in the fighting 
line; In fact, It was only the prepara- 
tion of 1014 that makes victory pos- 
Mble in 1917. 


Be Is the only commander In the al- 


ied world that has retained his posi- 
tion, we might say. Kept steadily his 
jobjjtljroughout the war, without ever., 


I'as much as a hint of a breakdown 
either In the wholesale confidence that 
his country, his king, his army—and 
the allies—have placed In him, or In 
the lively, energetic, ah -round quality 
of his action and command. In fact, 
he .seems to thrive on his work, and to 
gather new strength, as the days go 
and as time tests it, in the conscious- 
net.*, thut It is good. 


His fulth in God supports his faith 


In \lctory. For he Is a deeply religious 
man, his fa\orlte daughter, by the 
wiiy. Is a nun, und uhtle such feeling 
nif jns a good deal to haman lives that 
;tre Intrusted to him, It helps him to 
request of them all th« sacrifice that 
the higher Ideals may require. 


It is his firm conviction that "to 


surrlfice one life wantonly Is a crime; 
to use a hundred thousand If neces- 
sary Is a duty," for the commander of 
a nation at war. "If necessary" Is his 
Condition; nnd "If necessary, let It be 
doi ' his slogan, just as the slogan 
of the officers with heavy responelbill- ' 
tics is: "When In doubt, go to Ca- 
dornu." 


The particular charaoferlstlc of his 


mind Is breadth of vision nnd the 
sweeping aside of all n loor issues, not 
to «peak of petty detaiiv He Is, above 
all, practical nnd tlmpie. The funda- 
mental law of his thought Is "common 
sense and a remarkable clearness In 
seeing things as they are"—not as he 
might like them to be or us he might 
object to their being. 


He even 1ms gone the length of writ- 


Ing that "The art of war must be gov- 
erned chiefly by common sense pare 
nnd simple." And by the study of war 
on this basis he has reached a deep 
knowledge of the world, on the princi- 
ple that "there Is everything In war, 
from geology to the human heart." 
OUen his simplicity and directness of 
thought, the simplicity and directness 
of his written words are consequential, 
nnd It may fairly be said that since 
the "Commentaries of Julius Caesar" 
Italy had heard nothing to compare 
with the splendid simplicity and the 
Latin "line" of his war bulletins. 


It Is whispered amung those who 


know that, In the early days of the 
war, the task of drafting the dally 
communique had been intrusted to a 
very brilliant Italian Journalistic of- 
ficer, whose headline ran, "Gran Quar- 
tlere Generale" (Chief Headquarters, 
or something to that effect, with ob- 
vious reference to the Germanic equiv- 
alent). 
General Cadorna, after hav- 


ing firmly established his men on 
the outer side of the Italian border- 
line and carried the war Into the Innd 
of the enemy (a privilege which the 
Italian army alone of the belligerents 
has enjoyed since the beginning of the 
war), turned back and saw that the 
reports were not hall so good as the 
work—literary, but not razor-keen. 
Apd this journalist was 
thanked 


(which, by the way, In the Italian war 
zone slang, Is expressed "by sllurate 
(torpedoed), and this characteristical- 
ly Latin headline was adopted: Com- 
nndo Supreme (Supreme Command). 


From that day on, the communlcato 


Cadorno has brought to the expectant 
Italy the dally word of her great gen- 
eral and the unspoken assurance of 
his faith In ultimate victory, every 
day made nearer and more resplend- 
ent, for the general believes In what 
might be called the contagiousness of 
faith, and the Identification of the Ideal 
with the reality In ultimate achieve- 
ment. He believes that victory, be- 
fore materializing as a fact, must be 
potentially blazing as an absolute cer- 
tainty In the hearts of the soldiers 
and their leaders—In fact, must de- 
scend from the leaders to the masses 
as ap Irresistible, joyous now of mith. 
He believes that discipline Is the spir- 
itual flpme of victory. Never for one 
Instant hns ho doubted the ultimate 
Issue of the war; never once doubted 
his own power to -nln, not on ac- 
count of personal conceit, but be- 
cause he considers himself as tin agent 
of necessity, an exponent of the inevi- 
table march of history. 


nis will is Inflexible, because he 


never seeks .strength In the opinion of 
others. On the other hand, he never 
mikes up his mind until e^ery side 
Ins been considered nnd every Hem 
of the contention outweighed. 
After 


thut h!«t conclusions are drawn, and 
anything that may follow finds him 
unswerving. His strength lies largely 
In his absolute, naivo unconsciousness 
of an>thing that might disturb it; that. 
In fact, would disturb another mnn. 
No useless anxiety in him; ao nerve- 
racking Impatience. 


Once, awny back In 1015, a mayor 


of nn Italian city sent \vord that his 
constituents, had an Italian flag ready 
for Gontz. 
Cadorna dismissed the 


sublect with n whimsical smile. 


"Tell him to put It a^vay In a drawer 


for now." 


But when, about one year later, Go- 


ritz ^vas taken, the mayor received 
this rather cryptic telegram from the 
genornl himself: 


"You may now send along that ob- 


ject Cadorna."

On New Tear's day of 1016, an ac- 


quaintance sent him, with good wishes, 
the offering of n shaggy fur coat, and 
the general answered accepting "the 
fieecp" as a good otn<>n "for the con- 
quest of our ideal golden fleece," and 
added: "But then, you know, in Ja- 
son's time there were no barbed-wire 
fences nor other infernal devices, nnd 
It \\as possible to step more lively." 
Which, by the ^ay. Is a mighty good 
hit at tho closet-critics of the war. 


It Is characteristic of the general 
that such a gift he may accept with a 
smile; but he definitely waives any 
collective token or demonstration. 
Knowing his affection for his native 
plnco, and his regret nt circumstances 
having compelled his father to part 
with the family homestead. It was pro- 
po^ed to purchase and present to him 
the house by national subscription. 
He stopped that, nnd desired the pro- 
ceeds to bo given to the home for mu- 
tilated solO'crs and victims of tho war. 
Other demonstrations -were similarly 
thwarted, but It Is believed that ho 
will not refuse to accept n sword once 
owned by Garibaldi, since it is planned 
to present It to him "at the end of the 
war."

AMAZES EVEN TITO 


Returning American Says Turks 


Are Tired,of Their Bargain

Thai even the Turks with theif rep- 


utation for cruelty stand amazed a 
the mercilessness of German army of 
fleers was the word brought to Pnsa 
dena, Cal., by Dr. Thomas Davlson 
Christie, president of St. Paul's col 
lege, Tarsus, Asia Minor, who for forty 
years was a resident of the Ottoman 
empire. 


Forced to leave Tarsus la 1915 with 


the civil population when the Turks 
issued the deportation order agalns 
the Armenians, Doctor Christie, sev 
enty-four, a ..veteran- of - the Civil- war 
declared that •-•while the kaiser before 
the war had as much power In Tur 
key as he did In Berlin, the Turks 
were tired of their bargain with the 
German ruler and would welcome 
peace. 


"You Christians call us cruel," he 


said a Turkish staff officer told Mm 
adding: "Perhaps we are, but we are 
far less cruel than the Germans teach 
their own officer* and men to be In 
time of war. We stand amazed at the 
cruelty, ruthless-ness and merciless- 
ness being taught us as war measures 
by the Germans. They tell us that In 
time of war we must recognize no 
such thing as mercy, regardless of cir- 
cumstances or conditions, and that the 
greater the cruelty, brutality and ruth- 
lessness we display the quicker will 
victory perch upon our banners." 


"I know whereof I speak," continued 


Doctor Christie. "The Armenian mas- 
sacres were encouraged by the Ger- 
mans, who not only approved of the 
steps taken by the Turks In this re- 
gard, but even went so far as to plan 
some of the .atrocities." 


After being ordered from Tarsus, 


Doctor Christie went to Constantino- 
ple and, refusing permission to return 
to the college, which is an American 
Christian Institution, - came to. the 
United States.

GREAT GENERAL 


Intimate Sketch of the Man Who 


Has Beaten His Enemy's 


Military Machine. 


IUIGI CADQRNA'S BIG RECORD 


H« Has Melded an Army That Drive* 


Austrian* Out of AIDS Mountains 


In Hardest Campaign of World 


Conflict During Summer. 


Rome—It Is said in fie little Italian 


Water town of Pnllnnza on the border 
of the Logo Magglore, nway up toward 
the Swiss Alps, where Lombardy nnd 
Piedmont tnect, thut some jears ago 
a learned German with a particular in- 
terest in heraldry paused at some 
length before a wenther-bcatrn crest 
embossed In a quaint old fashioned 
doorway, and observed to those in his 
company: 


"Remarkable — most 
remarkable 


The composition of this cont of arms 
points to a lineal fate running In the 
«mmp family from father to son, and 
to tremendous achievements to crown 
the family tree. I wouldn't cnre to be 
pitted against the star of that fam- 
ily." 


And he marched himself off, growl- 


teg: 


"Hemarfcable, 
most 
remarkable'" 


But It never occurred to him to ask the 
name of the family who had once gone 
through the deserted gateway, nor, at 
the time, did his reflection strike his 
Italian host as anything but a freak 
of "kultur" 


Time has proved that the German 


was right for once. The star and the 
oak tree and what not that hnd struck 
hl3 fancy so are the cre^t of the Ca- 
dorna, who come from poor but un- 
sullied provincial nobility, with tvvo 
chief Ideals running In the family: 
Faith Jn God and devotion to Italy. 
The present General Cadorna's grand- 
father was minister to King Carlo Al- 
berto, who led the movement for Ital- 
ian Independence, granted the constitu- 
tion to his kingdom (then restricted to 
Piedmont and Sardinia), abdicated In 
favor of his son when he thought that 
each a course of action would help the 
formation of new Italy, nnd died nn 
Wile at Oporto. General Cadorna's fn- 
ither, Gen. Count Raffaele Cadorna, led 
In 1886 the Italian advance on the 
Tsouzo, which was cut short by diplo- 
matic Interference and the subsequent 
granting to Austria of the Italian lands 
beyond that same Isonzo and the Adri- 
atic; an unjust and therefore unwise 
move which ultimately "esulted In the 
war of today. 


The "line of fate running In the fam- 


ily from father to son" Is evident now, 
*»hen Gen. Count laiigl Cndorna takes 
•np the reshaping of history left iin- 
nnljhed by bis father, as till Italy of 
today tabes up the strand of fate 111- 
twlned and distorted by the unfortun- 
ate events of 1866. 


Lulgl Cadorna himself wns born In 


Pallanza on September 4, 1SOO, and 
he was bnrely 15 jears old when he 
entered the military academy, gradu- 
ating therefrom as n full-fledged lieu- 
tenant 1 1870, and receiving his cap- 
tain's commission In 1875 In an artil- 
lery regiment. Opportunity for experi- 
ence In Infantry -work -was afforded 
him by his appointment as n major In 
the Sixty second Infantry regiment in 
1883; but since 1892, when he got his 
colonelcy, he has been Identified with 
the Bcrsnglleri, the "wideawakes" of 
the Italian army. 


All these years were spent by him 


In active study of general military 
problems, as well as of Italy's pnrtlc- 
tilar characteristics In the military 
line. To this day his essay on the 
Franco-German war of 1870 und his 
pamphlet about tactics nnd the proper 
nse of 'nfantry in legitimate -warfare 
are consulted by the CTpor's to nflvan- 


^ tage, as are his studies on the Italian 


boundary lands 
These he knows to 


perfection, so that he hardly ever 
needs to resort to charts and maps for 
his plans; he 1ms 11 nil mopped out In 
his head, nnd the facility with which 
he draws from his memory the names 
and positions of intricate passes, val- 
leys, mule paths nnd roads is nothing 
short of marvelous. 


When he took command of the Tenth 


regiment of the Bersnglierl, he started 
to work on It after his own mind, and 
brought it out in the grand maneuvers 
of 1895 In splendid form, practicing, 
In fact, on the nd\orsirv forces thut 
same type of outflanking and snr- 
roundin" move thnt works so cnpttally 
on the Carso today. Again, In 1011, 
(he hnd attained his generalship then 
since some years), he led in the 
"grandes maneuver*," the Blue party 
against the Red, with all the strategic 
odds against his party, nnd astonished 
nil experts by the working out of n 
capital plan first; nnd uhen this fell 
through on unforeseen circumstances, 
by the promptness \vlth which he sized 
up the new situation and turned it 
once more to his advantage 


But nothlr^ then boomed to point 


out the magnificent heights, to which 
he was called. In fact, the breaking 
out of the European wnr In 1914 still 
found him a general on the list for the 
command of nn army in case ol war. 
And tile Italian chief of staff was Gen 
eral Polllo, who, by the wav, was 
blessed with nn Austrian wife. His 
timely death was a good turn of fate 
for Italy, for the king appointed Gen- 
eral Cadorna to his place. 


General Cadornn, It may be frankly 


«tat«d no\f, found the Italian armv in 
practically desperate conditions of un- 
oreparedness. The way he went to 
work and reorganized and equipped 
It was as remarkable and as brilliant 
im achievement ns any of his most 
brilliant achievements In the fighting 
lino; In fact. It wns only the prepara- 
tion of 1914 that makes victory pos- 
Mblo In 1017. 


He Is the only commander In the al- 


led world that hns retained his posl- 
Hon, we mlqht sav, kept steadily his 
Jobj JJjnraghout the war, without ever 


as much as a hint of » breakdown 
oither In the wholesale confidence that 
his country, his king, his army—and 
the allies—have placed in him, or in 
the lively, energetic, nli -round quality 
of his action and command. In fact, 
he seerns to thrive on his work, and to 
gather new htrongth, as the days go 
and us time tests it, In the cocsclons- 
n<"><- that it Is good. 


Ills faith In God supports his faith 


in victory. For he is a deeply religious 
man, 
his favorite daughter, by the 


\viiy. Is n nun, und while such feeling 
mi ans a good deal to li Jinan lives that 
ire Intrusted to him, it helps him to 
request of them all the sacrifice that 
the higher Ideals may require. 


It <s his firm conviction that "to 


sacrifice one life wantonly Is a crime; 
to use a hundred thousand If neces- 
sarj Is a dutj," for the commander of 
n nntion at war. "If necessary" la his 
«imlltlon; and "If necessary, let it be 
fldi ' his slogan, just ns the slogan 
of the officers with heavy responsibili- 
ties is: 
"When in doubt, go to Ca- 


dorna." 


The particular characteristic of his 


mind Is brendth of vlnton and the 
sweeping aside of all nloor Issues, not 
to speak of petty detal'%. He is, above 
all, practical nnd simple. The funda- 
mental law of his tliourht Is "common 
sense nnd a remarkable clearness In 
seeing things ns they are"—not as he 
might like them to be or ns he might 
object to their being. 


He even has gone the length of writ- 


Ing thnt- "The nrt of war must be gov- 
erned chiefly by comraoa sense purp 
and simple " And by the study of war 
on this basis he has reached a deep 
knowledge of the world, on the princi- 
ple that "there Is everything in war, 
from geology to the human heart." 
Given his simplicity and directness of 
thought, the simplicity nnd directness 
of his written words are consequential, 
and It may fairly be said that since 
the "Commentaries of Julius Caesar" 
Italy had heard nothing to compare 
with the splendid simplicity nnd the 
Latin "line" of his war bulletins. 


It Is whispered among those who 


know that. In the early days of the 
war, the task of drafting the daily 
communique hnd been Intrusted to a 
very brilliant Italian journalistic of- 
ficer, whose headline ran, "Gran Quar- 
tlere Gcnerale" (Chief Headquarters, 
or something to that effect, with ob- 
vious reference to the Germanic equiv- 
alent). 
General Cadorna, after hav- 


ing firmly established his men on 
the outer side of the Italian border- 
line and carried the war Into the land 
of the enemy (n privilege which the 
Italian nrmy alone of the belligerents 
has enjoyed since the beginning of the 
war), turned back nnd saw that the 
reports were not half so good as the 
work—literary, but not razor-keen. 
And this journalist was thanked 
(which, by the way, In the Italian war 
zone slang, Is expressed "by sllurnte 
(torpedoed), nnd this cbaracterlstlcnl- 
Iv Latin headline was adopted: Com- 
ando Supreme (Supreme Command). 


From that day on, the communicate 


Cadorno has brought to the expectant 
Italy the dally word of her great gen 
oral nnd the unspoken assurance of 
his faith In ultimate victory, every 
dny made nearer nnd more resplend- 
ent, for the general believes In what 
might be called the contagiousness of 
faith, and the Identification of the Ideal 
with the reality In ultimate achieve- 
ment. He believes that victory, be- 
fore materializing as n fact, must be 
potentially blazing ns an absolute cer- 
.alnty in the hearts of the soldiers 
and their lenders—In fact, must de- 
scend from the leaders to the masses 
ns nn Irresistible, joyous flow of truth, 
lie believes that discipline Is the spir- 
itual flame of victory. Never for one 
Instant has he doubted the ultimate 
Issue of the war; never once doubted 
his o\vn power to win, not on nc- 
count of personal conceit, but be- 
cause he considers himself ns an agent 
of necessity, nn exponent o£ the Inevi- 
table march of history. 


His will is Inflexible, because he 


never seeks strength In the opinion of 
others. On the other hand, he never 
imkes up his mind until every side 
1ms boon considered and every Item 
o£ the contention outweighed. 
After 


that his conclusions arc drawn, nnd 
anj thing that irmv follow finds him 
unswerving His strength lies largely 
In his absolute, naive unconsciousness 
of anything Hint might disturb It; that, 
In fact, would disturb another man. 
No useless an-victv In him; no nerve- 
racking Impatience. 


Once, away back In 1915, a mnvor 


of an Italian city sent w ord that his 
constituents hnd an Itnllnn flag rendy 
for Goritz. 
Cadornn dismissed the 


subject w 1th a whimsical smile. 


"Tell him to put It away In a drawer 


for now." 


But when, about one year later. Go 


ritz was taken, the mayor received 
this ruthor cryptic telegram from the 
general himself; 


"You 
may now send along thnt ob 


Ject. 
Cadorna."

On New \ ear's dny of 1916, an ac- 


quaintance sent him, with good wishfes, 
the offering of n shaggy fur cont, nnd 
the general answered accepting "the 
fleece" ns a Rood omen "for the con 
quest of our ideal golden fleece," and 
added: "But then, you know, In Ja- 
son's time there were no barbed-wire 
fences nor other Infernal devices, nnd 
It was possible to step more lively." 
Which, by the wav is a mighty good 
lut nt tlio closet-critics of the -war. 


It Is characteristic of the general 


thnt such n plft he may accept with a 
smile; but he definitely waives any 
collective token or 
demonstration. 


Knrmi-iK his affection for his native 
plnco, nnd his regret nt circumstances 
having compelled his father to part 
with the family homestead, It was pro- 
posed to purchase nnd present to him 
the house by national subscription 
He stopped that and desired the pro- 
ceeds to bo given to the home for mu- 
tilntcd soldiers nnd victims of the war. 
Other demonstrations were slmllnrly 
thwarted, but It Is believed that he 
will not refuse to nccept n sword once 
owned by Gnrlbnldl, since It is planned 
to present It to him "nt the end of the 
war." 


proves rmflt he Is "tot- 


pedoed" on the spot; If a soldier shows 
the right stuff, he Is rewarded. His 
constant preoccupation Is: "Find"the 
men who have the stuff. With such 
men as the Italians, first values must 
hare been developed during the war; 
find them and put them np." 


His ruddy, genial, open countenance, 


bis boyish freedom of movement and 
gesture, Interestingly contrasting with 
the whiteness of hair and mustache: 
his clear, forceful voice and the defi- 
nite, resolute things that It expresses, 
with n brepzy sense of vitality that Is 
quite re-freshing to the hearer, all 
come Ip for a share In the exceptional- 
ly attractive personality of this "gen- 
tleman warrior," who, as a young lieu- 
tenant In 1870 btood by his father and 
helped him give Home to Italy, and as 
a mature lender of men may or may 
not give Trieste to Rome in 1017, but 
will forever stand In the eyes of Italy 
and the light of the world as the true 
representative of the righteous fight of 
Latin civilization against the barbaric 
brutality of the HunS.

A map used by the Traffic Control peo- 
ple in France you see a number of big

'(o mark the up and down routes, 
Wtes that have to be followed by 
'•every one, excepting the lorries work- 
Ing on road repairs and, naturally, the 
'French people themselves. For the 
latter everything Is done to study their 
convenience; they are in their own 
'country, and they have,.of course, the 
tart call.

They have to keep 
t» the route laid .down, ana they have 
to be past certain points at certain 
flinea. The time table is worked out 
Is carefully as though It were trains, 
ud not foot, horae and motor trans- 
fort that have to be considered.

The way of a three or five ton 
motor lorry, with rations or munitions, 
is blocked. There may easily be a 
string of several hundred similar lor- 
ries immediately affected in the same 
way; and they are great drinkers of 
petrol. That sort of thing simply must 
not be, and, with a-, success which 
rightly, understood is quite wonderful, 
;onr 
military road controllers see that 


lit does not occur. 


Horses Must Walk. 


Another thing which comes within 


the-duties of the Traffic Control Is to 
see that proper care is taken of horses. 
They must walk, not gallop or trot, ex- 
cept when there are shells knocking 
about Then, of course, it's h—— for 
leather, and the devil catch the hind- 
most. More than once I have seen the 
driver of- a horse transport pulled up 
and informed that, although it may be 
dowa hill and he is traveling empty, 
he has to think of .his horses, or his 
mules, and to keep them In a walk. 
Once In particular I wns struck with 
the great command of language pos- 
sessed by a colonel who discovered a 
man trotting after he had got out of 
sight of a control. That man slowed 
down to a walk without the slightest 
loss of time. 


Traffic, too, has to be controlled at 


the watering places, the horses have to 
be brought in on one road in batches, 
and after drinking their fill taken out 
on another. 
The water carts being 


filled from the stand pipes at the side 
-of the road have to be marshaled and 
kept in their proper order. All this 
falls to the lot of the Tommy with the 
little flag. And yet he keeps on smil- 
ing ell ths while. 


CRUELTY OF GERMANS 


AMAZES EVEN TORKS 


Returning American Says Turks 


Are Tired,of Their Bargain 


. -;j^:;; With Kaiser. .^.^ 


That even the Turks with their rep- 


utation for cruelty stand. amazed at 
the mercllessness of German army of- 
ficers was the word brought to Pasa 
dena, Cal., by Dr. Thomas Darlson 
Christie, president of St. Paul's col 
lege, Tarsus, Asia Minor, who for forty 
years was a resident of the Ottoman 
empire. 


Forced to leave Tarsus In 1915 with 


tho civil population when the Turks 
issued the deportation order against 
the Armenians, Doctor Christie, sev- 
enty-four, a -veteran-of the Civil-war, 
declared that.while the kaiser before 
the war had as much power In Tur- 
key as he did In Berlin, the Turks 
were tired of their bargain with the 
German ruler and would welcome 
peace. 


"Yon Christians call us cruel," he 


said a Turkish staff officer told him, 
adding: "Perhaps we are, but we are 
far less cruel than the Germans teach 
their own officer* and men to be in 
time of war. \Va stand amazed at the 
cruelty, rnthlessness and merciless- 
ness being taught us as war measures 
by the Germans. They tell us that In 
time of war w« must recognize no 
such thing as mercy, regardless of cir- 
cumstances or conditions, and that the 
greater the cruelty, brutality and ruth' 
lessness we display the quicker will 
victory perch upon our banners." 


"I know whereof I speak," continued 


Doctor Christie. "The Armenian mas- 
sacres were encouraged by the Ger- 
mans, who not only approved of the 
steps taken by the Turks In this re- 
gard, but even went so far as to plan 
some of the atrocities." 


After being ordered from Tarsus, 


Doctor Christie went to Constantino- 
ple and, refusing permission to return 
to the college, which is an American 
Christian Institution, came to the 
United States.

Corridor as Revolver Range. 


'A. long basement corridor, bounded 


on either side by brick wixlls, has been 
fitted up at small expense by the police 
department of Salem, Mass., as a re- 
volver range. The total cost of mak- 
ing the alteration was but $35. Be- 
cause of its convenient location, the 
members of the force have found It 
easy to keep tip their revolver practice. 
The target end of the corridor was csv- 
ered with sheet Iron, over which planks 
were placed to prevent the bullets from 
xeboundlng.

A plain wooden 
counter serves to hold the revolvers 
when they are not In use. When a 
mnrksmnn desires to Inspect the tar- 
get closely it can be drawn nearer on 
'a wire which Is stretched from one end

NATURE HAS STRANGE LAWS 


Experiments With Tiny. Animals and 


Insects Reveal Interesting Data 


on Color Inheritance. 


1 Fruit flies, mice, guinea pigs, rats, 
chlckenst pigeons, fish and other small 
animals now teach many facts about 
nature's laws to students of experi- 
mental breeding. Knowledge of hered- 
ity today Is largely based on study of 
inheritance of color, and many inter- 
esting experiments with tiny animals 
arid insects are being carried on at the 
University of Wisconsin. 


• Small animals are studied IB this 
research to shorten the time of experi- 
ment. More generations of guinea pigs 
or mice can be studied in a year than 
could be studied in a decade if the 
subjects were "cattle. If a pair of fruit 
flies are stoppered In a bottle, 14 days 
later hundreds will be swarming in- 
side. And,-as some have white eyes 
and some have red, much may be 
learned from them about color inheri- 
tance. 


The direct relation Of color to In- 


heritance is shown by the fact that IJ 
a red-eyed male fly and a white-eyed 
female be mated, the sons wiU have 
white eyes and the daughters will have 
red eyes. 
On the other hand, If R 


white-eyed male and a red-eyed female 
be mated, all offspring will have red 
eyes. This is the some principle on 
which color blindness is inherited in 
mankind. 
Similar experiments with 


mice of various colors teach other facts 
of color inheritance.

Mew Era of Good Feeling Between 


Railroad* and Patron* Has Marked 
Effect Upon Transportation Difficul- 
ties—Find That Co-Operation It 
More Effective Than Compulsion. 


Striking evidence of the new era of 


good feeling between the railways nnd 
their patrons is found in the fact that 
the western classification committee 
with headquarters In Chicago, has 
abandoned Its plans to obtain general 
ncreases in tariff provisions as to car- 
oad minimum weights, through ap- 
proval by the federal and state com- 
missions. 


Instead of such legal mandates, the- 


railroads will rely on the voluntary 
x>-operatlon of shippers In the cam- 
paign for heavier loading of cars. 


At the outset of the war the rail- 


way managers realized there would be 
an immense Increase In traffic in gov- 
irnmcp.t munitions, material and sup- 
)lies, and also in regular traffic of all 
clnds, while It would be Impossible to 
,dd greatly to their equipment wliile 
he war lasted. 


Heavier Loading Necessary. 


This made imperative In the first 


place heavier loading of cars. To in- 
sure this the western 
classification 


committee and similar organizations 
>egan revising railway tariffs so as 
:o Increase the minimum carload rat- 
ng on the principal commodities. 
These changes, when approved by fed- 
eral and state commissions, would com- 
pel shippers to load cars more heavily. 


The necessity 
for securing the 


greatest possible use of the existing 
railway facilities was frankly and 
fully explained to the public by the 
railroads' war board. It appealed to 
shippers, as an act of patriotism, to 
co-operate in securing the highest pos- 
sible efficiency of our transportation 
system. 


The responses to this appeal already 


have been gratifying 
beyond the 


earlier hopes of the railroads. 
Or- 


ganizations like the National Indus- 
trial Traffic league, the Illinois Manu- 
facturers' association, the Railway 
Business association and the West 
Coast Lumbermen's association, have 
held frequent conferences with rail- 
way officials and have co-operated 
most heartily in the plan to aid the 
nation in this crisis by getting the 
maximum use of freight cars and loco- 
motives. 


Shippers Co-Operate. 


This attitude of the shippers has 


convinced the railway managers that 
It is far better to obtain heavier load- 
Ing of cars through co-operation than 
by compulsion. 
Hence the western 


classification committee and like or- 
ganizations, have abandoned the plan 
to enforce heavier loading through In- 
creased minimum carload ratings. 


Thousands of shippers throughout 


the country are voluntarily loading 
cars to their marked capacity, while 
many are loading even 10 per cent 
heavier. 


This co-operation, together with 


more efficient operation of the rail- 
ways themselves, has resulted in the 
handling by the railroads of 50 per 
cent more business than they were 
handling at this time two years ago 
and reduced the "car shortage" of 
150,000 cars at the beginning of the 
war to 31,000 cars on September 1.
